Pre-College Outreach releases 
new preschool curriculum guide 


Pre-College Outreach has released its 
newest curriculum product, the Kendall 
Demonstration Elementary School 
(KDES) Preschool Curriculum Guide. 

The publication, the most recent in 
the KDES Curriculum Guide series, 
was the result of many requests from 
parents, teachers, and others involved 
in the early development of deaf 
children. 

Five earlier curriculum guides, in the 
areas of language arts, mathematics, 
science, social studies, and auditory 
and speech skills, were developed over 
several years, published for distribution 
in 1982, and revised in 1985. Used 
together, the KDES Curriculum Guides 


outline a complete educational program 
for students ages 2 through 15. 

“It is important to note that teachers 
who compiled this curriculum accom- 
plished this work while also teaching 
every day in Kendall preschool class- 
rooms,” said Dr. Michael Deninger, 
dean of Pre-College Programs. “Thus, 
all of the objectives, activities, and 
evaluation strategies have been exten- 
sively classroom tested, with children of 
the appropriate ages and levels of hear- 
ing loss.”

Public Relations hires two alumni 


Two Gallaudet graduates who have 
gained acclaim in the deaf community 
for promoting issues in deafness have 
joined Gallaudet’s Office of Public Re- 
lations. 

Muriel Strassler (’73), who was direc- 
tor of public information at the National 
Association of the Deaf (NAD) for six 
years, and most recently was Resource 
and Information coordinator in Gal- 
laudet’s University Center, has been 
named associate director of public rela- 
tions. Jim House (’83), a newstape 
librarian and sales market research as- 
sistant at WJLA-TV for seven years 
who was instrumental in getting the first 
closed captioned local news show in 
the Washington, D.C., metropolitan 
area, is public relations associ- 
ate/writer. 

Strassler said that taking on the Pub- 
lic Relations position here presented 
her with a unique challenge, one that 
she is eager to undertake. 


“Being in an academic world is 
different from working for a govern- 
ment agency [for example],” said 
Strassler. “And Gallaudet enjoys a 
worldwide [reputation] that is an excit- 
ing concept to be a part of.” 

She said that her present goals 
for the Office of Public Relations are 
“to promote Gallaudet’s programs as 
much as we can.” Strassler added that 
“some units [at the University] have 
people who are terrific at utilizing 
resources and promoting their 
programs, but there are other people 
who also have excellent programs but 
not the expertise to promote them. It 
is the latter that I would like to 
help.” 

House said that working for a tele- 
vision station “prepared me for my 
work here, and I was ripe for a 
change. Writing was always my biggest 
asset, and it’s good to be back at Gal- 
laudet.” 


Winter camp program joins 
KDES students, Gallaudet workers 


Family and Child Services of 
Washington, D.C.’s Winter Camp pro- 
gram has become a second home for 
some Kendall School intermediate stu- 
dents and has drawn Gallaudet Univer- 
sity staff and faculty members into its 
volunteer corps. 

Two weekends each month, about 
10 KDES students, ages 10 and 11, 
join about 60 other students and adult 
counselors at Camp Moss Hollow in 
Markham, Va. There they learn about 
the environment and their place in it, 
enhance their ability to think and make 
decisions, build self-esteem and positive 
friendships, and strengthen their read- 
ing, writing, and mathematics skills. A 
third weekend of the month is spent on 
in-town activities such as roller skating 
and going to museums. 

Margaret Simpson, an instructor in 
the KDES Intermediate Department, 
had a niece in the camping program 
and contacted Hope Asterilla, assistant 
program director for Camping and 
Youth Activities, about getting some 
deaf and hard of hearing students into 
the program. 

“Our hesitation was really in making 
sure the program would do the kids 
justice,” said Asterilla. They had to be 
sure that the counselors and deaf and 
hearing kids would all be able to com- 
municate with each other, she said. 

So Simpson spent a weekend orient- 
ing the staff to deafness, teaching them 
basic signs, and informing them of each 
child’s background. She also recruited 
Phyllis Ballenger, an instructor in the 
KDES Special Opportunities Program, 
to serve as an interpreter at camp, and 
Wendy Armstrong, a Gallaudet student 
and bus monitor for the Transportation 
Department, to serve as a coun- 
selor/interpreter. 

Simpson and Asterilla found that

many of the KDES students had at- 
tended Gallaudet’s Department of 
Physical Education and Recreation has 
summer program with hearing students 
who were in Winter Camp. “It really 
made a nice transition for some of the 
hearing and deaf kids to know each 
other before coming to camp,” said 
Asterilla. “And the communication isn’t 
really a problem for the kids.” 

One Gallaudet staff member, Michael 
Shirley, a graphic artist in Gallaudet’s 
Publications and Production Depart- 
ment, knows the program both as a 
camper and as an adult counselor and 
administrator. He began in the program 
himself when he was 10. “It helped 
give me confidence in myself,” Shirley 
said. “I became more assertive, deve- 
loped social skills, and learned about 
the outdoors.” In his 20 or so years 
volunteering in the program, Shirley 
has worked with all age groups, but 
working with teenagers is his first love, 
he said. 

The kids tell Shirley they come to 
camp because it’s a place where they 
can just be themselves, make new 
friends, and learn things they normally 
wouldn’t learn in the city or in school. 
“There’s a lot of love, a lot of warmth, 
and a lot of people who listen to you 
at camp,” said Shirley. “That’s the 
most important thing—to have some- 
one to listen to you.” 

The winter program begins in Oc- 
tober and ends in May. Many winter 
campers also go to one 11-day conter 
camp session. One KDES student at- 
tended last conter’s camp, and Asterilla 
hopes that more students will come 
now that they’ve made friends and ex- 
perienced Winter Camp.
